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To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Oberlin  College. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen; 

I have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  my  fourth  annual  report 
covering  the  operation  of  the  College  from  September  1,  1949 , to 
August  31,  1950.  The  report  follows  the  general  pattern  of  those  of 
the  past  three  years. 

Of  outstanding  note  was  the  manner  in  which  Dean  Stewart  of 
the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  Dean  Stidley  of  the  Graduate  School 
of  Theology,  and  Director  Robertson  of  the  Conservatory  of  Music  fitted 
into  the  administrative  picture  of  the  College.  Each  of  them  assumed 
his  new  responsibilities  quickly  and  effectively,  and  all  three  were 
most  cooperative  and  helpful  in  furthering  sound  inter-relationships 
between  the  Departments.  At  the  end  of  this  first  year  of  their  service 
to  Oberlin,  I am  happy  to  say  that  each  of  them  has  ny  complete  confi- 
dence as  well  as  that  of  their  respective  faculties. 

Robert  Jackson,  Director  of  Admissions,  and  Charles  Parkhurst, 
Director  of  Allen  Art  Museum  and  Head  of  the  Department  of  Fine  Arts, 
also  took  up  their  new  duties  since  my  last  report.  Both  have  shown 
commendable  initiative  and  enterprise. 

Only  two  members  of  the  teaching  faculty  retired  during  the 
year.  Professor  Howard  Robinson,  a member  of  the  History  Department 
for  thirteen  years,  spent  his  final  year  on  a well -merited  sabbatical 
leave.  Miss  Verna  Brooks,  Associate  Professor  of  Physical  Education, 
had  served  twenty-three  years  as  a member  of  this  department  at  the  time 
of  her  retirement  in  August. 

One  member  of  the  administrative  staff  also  retired  during  the 
year,  Mrs.  Edith  Taylor  Hall.  Mrs.  Hall  had  served  in  various  offices 
of  the  Conservatory  for  twenty-five  years,  and  at  the  time  of  her  retire- 
ment was  Assistant  to  the  Director  of  the  Conservatory. 

We  also  lost  the  services  of  Miss  Sylvia  Miller,  Superintend- 
ent of  Allen  Hospital,  who  resigned  because  of  ill  health.  Miss  Miller 
had  been  Superintendent  for  only  eleven  years,  but  began  her  services 
many  years  ago  as  a member  of  the  nursing  staff  in  the  old  hospital. 

The  devotion  to  Oberlin  of  all  four  of  the  above  has  been  an 
inspiration  to  their  colleagues. 

I have  previously  reported,  with  great  regret,  the  resignation 
of  Professor  Paul  B.  Sears,  Head  of  the  Botany  Department  for  twelve 
years.  Dr.  Sears  has  gone  to  direct  the  work  of  Yale’s  new  Department 
of  Conservation,  a field  in  which  he  is  an  eminent  authority  and  to  which 
he  has  devoted  much  energy.  While  we  shall  miss  him  greatly,  we  are 
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BALANCE  SEEET 

While  Balance  Sheet  (pages  8,  9,  23)  totals  reached  an  all-time  high 
of  over  $38,500,000,  the  gain  for  the  year  of  about  $546,000  was  less 
than  the  gain  for  any  year  since  1941-42.  The  new  year  should  again  show 
an  increase,  though  probably  not  as  large,  for  the  present  building  program 
should  be  completed  during  the  year  1950-51. 


Endowment  and  Other  Non -Exp end able  Funds  (pages  12,  13)  showed  a net  decrease 
of  $151,630,  the  first  time  a decrease  has  occurred  for  many  years.  Gifts  for 
the  year  totaled  $182,828,  the  largest  ones  being  $70,000  from  the  Oberlin 
Missionary  Home  Association;  $25,000  from  Mr.  Arthur  E.  Shurtleff;  $20,046 
from  the  Estate  of  Miss  Florence  Snell;  $10,205  from  the  Estate  of  Leonidas  H. 
Davis;  and  two  annuities,  $25,000  from  Mr.  E.  T.  Miller,  Jr.  and  $20,000  from 
Emeritus  Professor  Bruce  H.  Davis.  Two  special  Eeserve  Funds  totaling 
$365,463  were  exhausted;  the  $340,293  in  the  General  Eeserve  Fund  to  help 
finance  the  four  buildings  under  construction,  and  the  $25,170  in  the  Pension 
Eeserve  Fund  for  current  pension  expenses. 

The  Eeserve  for  Investments  '(page  11)  (obtained  from  the  sale  of  securities  at 
a profit)  continued  to  increase,  the  amount  for  the  current  year  totaling 
$214,441.  Taking  into  account  the  $1,000,000  transferred  in  1947-48  to  the 
Special  Building  Eeserve  Fund,  the  total  for  the  two  accounts  now  amounts  to 
over  $2,500,000,  as  compared  to  a deficit  balance  of  about  $250,000  on 
June  30,  1944.  The  income  from  this  Eeserve  largely  accounts  for  the  sub- 
stantial rise  in  endowment  income. 

The  increase  in  Educational  Plant  Funds  (pages  14,  15,  23)  is  only  about  half 
as  much  as  the  increase  for  the  previous  year  but  the  increase  of  $677,250  is 
still  substantial.  The  amount  invested  in  plant  rose  $855,573,  the  principal 
increases  being  $352,443  in  Heating  Plant  and  Lines,  $210,686  in  Harkness 
House,  $202,844  in  Fairchild  House,  $95,100  in  Service  Building,  $24,788  in 
Art  Objects,  while  the  principal  decrease  was  a write-off  for  $88,712  for  the 
old  discontinued  Heating  Plant.  In  the  main  these  buildings  were  financed  by 
$400,000  in  bank  loans,  $340,293  transferred  from  the  General  Eeserve  Fund, 
$11,500  transferred  from  Free  Current  Assets,  and  from  gifts.  The  principal 
gifts  were  $50,027  from  the  Alumni  Association  Building  Campaign  and  $25,000 
from  Mr.  E.  T.  Miller,  Jr,  for  the  purchase  of  Art  Objects.  Unexpended  Plant 
Funds  were  reduced  by  $178,323.  This  reduction  was  due  to  the  investment  of 
such  funds  in  buildings  and  the  withdrawal  of  the  $75,000  gift  of  Mr.  H.  H. 
Kung  previously  given  for  the  erection  of  the  Chinese  Temple,  now  abandoned. 

Student  Loans  (pages  16,  51,  52)  outstanding  at  the  year  end  totaled  $39,886, 
continuing  a slow  but  steady  climb  from  the  low  of  $26,460  on  June  30,  19^7  • 
Loans  made,  reached  an  all-time  low  of  $1,025  in  1944-45  and  the  steady  annual 
increase  was  not  impressive  until  1949-50  when  they  totaled  $16,777*  The  ac- 
tion taken  by  the  Trustees  in  June,  1949,  requiring  Juniorsand  Seniors  to 
borrow  an  amount  equal  to  scholarships  granted  them,  caused  the  increase  re- 
ferred to  above.  However,  the  loans  made  were  equivalent  to  less  than  10 of 
the  scholarships  granted  during  the  year;  and  of  the  loanable  funds  available, 
only  1 Cffo  was  in  use  at  the  year  end. 
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INCOME  AND  EXPENSE 
Main  Budget 

Eor  the  eleventh  conaecutive  year  the  operations  for  the  Main  Budget  (pages 
18,  19,  56/63)  resulted  in  a surplus.  While  the  surplus  of  $18,209  is  not 
large,  this  surplus  remained  after  deducting  $57,000  for  reserves,  consisting 
of  $31,000  for  depreciation  and  $26,000  set  aside  for  financing  the  Heating 
Plant  and  Service  Building.  The  income  increase  over  the  previous  year  was 
about  $95,000,  endowment  income  was  up  $96,555;  reaching  an  all-time  high  of 
$1,129,477,  student  tuition  and  fees  were  up  $68,563  for  an  all-time  high  of 
$1,158,266,  gifts  for  current  use  were  down  $62,682  to  a more  normal  figure  of 
$48,480,  and  miscellaneous  income,  down  about  $7,000.  The  income  from  the 
Pension  Eeserve  Fund  of  $25,170  remained  practically  unchanged.  This  Fund  is 
now  exhausted. 

Percentagewise  no  main  expense  item  varied  by  as  much  as  1 <fo . All  of  the  main 
items  showed  a dollar  increase,  except  the  Art  Museum.  The  increase  in 
salaries  was  due  for  the  most  part  to  the  general  increase  of  $250  per  annum 
granted  most  officers  and  teachers  and  the  addition  of  eight  new  officers  and 
teachers.  Pension  expense  was,  of  course,  increased  proportionally.  Other 
expenses  were  increased  by  the  inclusion  for  the  first  time  of  the  Alumni 
Association  Budget  of  $24,000.  The  increase  in  scholarship  grants  of  about 
$20,000  to  a total  expenditure  of  nearly  $180,000  was  caused  by  the  increase 
in  tuition  rates,  the  number  of  grants  remaining  about  the  same.  Not  all  of 
this  increase  was  chargeable  to  current  year's  income,  however,  as  about 
$13 ,000  was  charged  against  balances  carried  forward  from  previous  years. 

Collateral  Budgets 

Operating  result  for  Residences  and  Dining  Halls  (pages  20,  64,  65)  was  again 
very  disappointing  because  the  year  ended  with  a deficit  of  $47,819  (about  4$) 
as  compared  to  a deficit  of  $45,041  for  the  previous  year.  However,  in  the 
year  1949-50  additional  charges  of  $15,671  were  expensed  for  amortization,  de- 
preciation and  rent,  bringing  the  total  to  $78,335  with  but  little  increase  in 
the  deficit.  Income  for  the  year  slightly  exceeded  that  for  the  previous 
year.  Room  rents  and  board  bills  were  up  $18,502,  while  all  other  income  fell 
off  $9,102.  As  no  change  had  been  made  in  room  or  board  rates,  the  increase 
m receipts  was  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  fewer  students  dropped  out  of 
college  at  the  end  of  the  first  semester. 

Over-axl  expenses  increased  by  $12,177-  Expenses,  other  than  for  amortization 
and  depreciation,  were  reduced  by  $3;^+9^-  During  the  year  an  attempt  was  made 
to  close  Pyle  Inn  at  mid-year  to  take  advantage  of  the  falling  off  in  enrol- 
ment for  the  second  semester,  but  the  Deans  insisted  that  this  would  cause  too 
much  student  unrest.  This  is  an  example  of  how  difficult  it  is  to  reduce  ex- 
penses, and  yet  little  progress  can  be  made  in  this  direction  without  affect- 
ing student  life  to  some  extent.  A simple  change  in  women's  rules  extending 
the  evening  closing  hour  adds  thousands  of  dollars  to  the  heating  cost.  With 
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a odest  increase  m room,  trailer,  and  apartment  rents  for  the  new  year;  with 
the  completion  of  the  new  quarters  for  the  market  and  administrative  offices 
of  this  department;  and  with  the  installation  of  new  accounting  and  inventory 
controls,,  it  is  the  hope  of  all  concerned  that  results  for  1950-51  will  show 
substantial  improvement. 


Allen  Hospital  (pages  20,  66)  receipts  of  $173*^53  were  again  larger  than  for 
the  previous  year  and  more  than  double  those  for  1945-46.  Both  the  Student 
and  Community  use  increased,  but  Community  use  was  about  five  and  one-half 
times  greater  than  Student  use.  The  Village  of  Oberlin  in  November,  1949 
voted  a bond  issue  of  $295,000  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a hospital  along- 
side Allen  Hospital  with  the  expectation  of  some  kind  of  joint  operation.  The 
Village  is  now  trying  to  interest  adjacent  townships  and  the  Village  of 
Wellington  (citizens  of  both  use  Allen  Hospital)  to  approve  the  erection  of  a 
larger  hospital.  It  is  hoped  that  a public  hospital  will  be  erected  within  a 
year  or  two  and  that  the  Community  will  assume  the  major  responsibility  for 
jointly  operating  the  enlarged  hospital. 


The  deficit  for  the  year  of  $8,078  was  the  largest  since  1930-31.  However, 
this  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  a more  conservative  policy  was  adopted 
in  regard  to  charging  off  accounts  receivable  on  June  30,  1950.  It  was  not 
until  1946-47  that  the  accounting  at  the  hospital  was  changed  from  a cash  to 
an  accrual  basis.  A substantial  recovery  on  these  charged  off  accounts  should 
be  made  in  the  new  year. 


Oberlin  Inn  (pages  21,  67)  receipts  and  disbursements  showed  little  change 
from  previous  years,  but  the  deficit  of  $2,64-9  was  one  of  the  smallest.  The 
total  of  the  deficits  for  the  eight-year  period  ended  June  30,  1950,  under  the 
present  arrangement  of  leasing  out  the  dining  room,  was  $23,285  as  compared  to 
deficits  totaling  $99*727  for  the  eight-year  period  prior  thereto. 

The  income  from  the  36  Rental  of  Site  Properties  in  Oberlin  (pages  21,  67) 
amounted  to  $37*3^0  whereas  the  expenses  of  the  76  properties  (40  vacant) 
amounted  to  $57*9^5-  Of  the  expense,  $13*379  is  for  amortization  of  those 
properties  partly  purchased  by  advances  from  Endowment  Funds,  and  $6,843  for 
local  real  estate  taxes.  During  the  year  two  new  properties  were  purchased 
and  two  received  as  a gift  from  the  Oberlin  Missionary  Home  Association.  The 
loss  from  operations  of  $20,605  was  largely  due  to  continued  rehabilitation  of 
newly  purchased  properties.  It  is  hoped  that  the  peak  for  this  kind  of 
extraordinary  expense  has  passed  and  that  the  press  for  faculty  housing  is 
definitely  on  the  decline. 
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GIFTS 

Gifts  totaling  $319,740  (pages  70/72),  Current  $61,430  and  Capital  $258,310, 
were  more  nearly  normal  than  those  for  the  previous  year  as  the  summary  ior 
the  past  twenty-five  years  will  show.  The  President,  in  his  report,  is  com- 
menting on  the  larger  gifts. 


HARKNESS  AM)  FAIRCHILD  HOUSES 


Following  the  usual  custom  upon  the  completion  of  new  buildings,  figures  on 
the  cost  and  method  of  financing  the  two  new  women's  dormitories  are  shown  be- 
low. Harkness  House  houses  66  women  and  has  dining  facilities  for  132  stu- 
dents, including  66  men.  Fairchild  House  houses  80  women  and  has  dining 
facilities  for  l60  students,  including  80  men.

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NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
June  30 , 1950 

(1)  The  accounts  of  the  College  are  maintained  principally  on  the  accrual 

asis  of  accounting  with  the  major  exception  that  income  from  investments 
is  recorded  on  the  cash  basis. 

(2)  The  investments  of  the  various  funds  are  carried  in  the  accounts  on  sever- 
al bases , as  described  below: 

Stocks  and  bonds  are  stated  substantially  at  cost  or  at  fair  value  at 
dates  of  receipt  as  gifts,  or,  in  the  case  of  special  investments  merged 
with  general  investments,  at  fair  market  value  at  dates  such  investments 
were  so  merged.  The  aggregate  market  values  of  stocks  and  bonds  at 
June  30,  1950,  was  in  excess  of  book  values. 

Real  estate  is  stated  substantially  at  cost  or  fair  values  assigned  at 
date  of  receipt  as  gift  or  in  foreclosure  of  mortgages,  less  depreciation 
(or  amortization)  on  improved  properties  charged  on  bases  designed  gener- 
ally to  recover  not  less  than  the  depreciable  portions  thereof  through 
annual  charges  over  periods  not  greater  than  their  estimated  remaining 
useful  lives. 

Real  estate  mortgages,  land  contracts,  etc.  are  carried  at  face  amounts, 
reduced  for  principal  repayments. 

Beneficial  interests  in  trusts  are  not  carried  on  the  books  of  the  College. 

(3)  The  reserve  for  investments  represents  principally  the  net  realized 
profits  from  sales  or  dispositions  of  general  investments,  and  is  carried 
to  provide  for  any  losses  which  may  occur  as  a result  of  future  sales  or 
dispositions  of  general  investments.  The  special  building  reserve  fund 
was  created  in  194-7-48  hy  transfer  from  the  reserve  for  investments. 

(4)  It  has  been  the  general  policy  of  the  College  to  capitalize  major  addi- 
tions to  fixed  assets,  except  that  incidental  replacements  and  additions 
to  equipment  provided  from  funds  made  available  through  the  budget,  are 
being  charged  to  expense. 

Carrying  values  of  plant  assets  acquired  prior  to  1925-26  represent  cost 
or  estimated  fair  values  at  dates  acquired;  plant  assets  acquired  since 
that  date  are  stated  at  cost.  No  depreciation  is  being  provided  on  educa- 
tional plant  assets  except  that  reserves  for  replacements  of  Academic 
Buildings  and  Residences  and  Dining  Halls  are  being  provided  by  annual 
budget  charges  to  cover  the  cost  of  extraordinary  repairs,  minor  improve- 
ments, etc.  to  maintain  such  properties  in  good  operating  condition,  and 
for  other  needed  property  additions.  A reserve  is  also  being  provided  by 
annual  budget  charges  to  cover  the  repayments  of  principal  and  interest  on 
bank  loans  obtained  to  finance  the  construction  of  the  Heating  Plant  and 
Service  Building,  so  that  the  investment  therein  may  be  amortized  over  a 
period  of  33  l/3  years. 

(5)  Inventories  of  materials  and  supplies  were  determined  by  physical  count 
and  are  stated  at  the  lower  of  cost  or  realizable  value.
